THE FREEDMEN.

THE POSSESSION OF THE SBEA
ISLAND LANDS.

Objections to the President’s Re-
construction Poliey.

Important Letter Irﬂm James L. Orr, Govs
ernor of South Carolina, 1o Andrew
Johuson, President of the United
States,

Exrcurive Orriow, CnArvistoN, January 19,
1866.—To the Presdent of the United Siates—
Sir: When first your wise and humane policy of
the restoration ol their lasds o all pardouned
proprietors was declared, there was & hopelul
prospect of a very happy result. But in the
execution of that policy there has been a most
unsccountable delay, and that especially in those
seotions of the State where there wae the largest
scope for its exercise, and where the presence of
the Freedmen's Burean ought to have furnished
the readiest means for s execution. Now it
appears to me that if there is one subject upon
which the interests of all parties agree, ol the
Union and of the State, of the freedman and of
the landowner, it 1s this: the speedy resumption
and steady prozecution of the agricultural indus-
iry of the South., And all these interests are
directly concerned in knowing whence the difi-
culties come and how they can be removed.

I believe there is but one mein diffioulty. For
1 would observe, first, that in this State the
freedman now sutfers under no civil disability.
Without reference to any special legislation, and
there 18 a8 yet no special legisiation of forpe
here, the lreedman, by the State's acceptance of
the act of emancipation snd the passaee of the
Constitutional Amendment, is relieved of the
dieabilities of his former condition of slavery,
and is to«day as thoroughly protected in his
nghts of person and property as auny other
inhabitant of the State. He has, therefore,
every right to labor and every guarantee that |
have that be will be protected in the enjoyment
ol the fruits of his labor, For even supposing
this not to result from the simple abolition ot
his status as a slave, the milltary courts which
ulone now exerclse jurisdiction In cases where
ne is concerned, afford him smple protection
and very summary remedy, The difliculty then
does not hie in that direotion. Nor does [t pro-
ceed from the Innd ewner,

The ready and early employmeont of this labor
is hus only salvation, Without it his lands must
lie idle, and that when the promise and pros

¢t ol remuneration are ten-fold greatsr than
hey ever were, and his wants ap hundred fold.
On this head the oflicial reports are conclusive,
They t_'x([))rcst'-l\* declare that the planters are
ready and anxious to work. Bat that the freed-
men will nol contract to work for wages as long
ug the Government does not explicitly nssure
him that lands are not to be given hum. 1 would
reler you especially to the reports of " General
Beecher, from the Combahee plantations, and
the reports of Major Delany, a colored odicor,
who was sent on an ofliclal tonr of inspection
fromt department hendquarters through the sea-
coast parishes,

The language of this latter Is so decisive, his
og rtunities for obsarvation so peouliarly favor-
able, and his sympathies so clearly with the
treedmen that I will quote from his official re-

rt:—

“1 have met with o general representation of
the inlelhgenee and former wealth of the plantors
and large land owners ol these districts, and
large numbers of the freedmen of both sexes
and every conditfon among them, and have
generally found the planter ready and willing
to enfer into any nerecment reasonable and just
to both parities, planters and freedmen,  All
with whom I have vet met snd had conversation
on the subject of the Inlunting interest readily
indorge the most liberal desires of the Govern-
ment and the Burean towards the freedmen.
And the freedmen express the most anxious de-
sire to go to work on plantations, and simply
hesitate for the purpose of roceiving detinite
orders from the Government that they cannot
obiain the lands by purchase orotherwise, when
they will readily euter into arrangements to
work or give place to those who will,”

In the upperponiuu of this State, where {he
Freedman's Bureau has never been organized,
and where post commanders chielly had charge
of the relations and conditions of the freedmen,
this deluslon was never as strong as lower down,
and vet it was strong enough to prevent auny
confracts being made before the 15t of January,
1866, Up to that time the freedmen believed in
the certainty of their future proprietorship.
Hince that day bas passed they are manifesting
much greater willingness to meet the necessities
of their condition. But in the lower part of the
State the condition of things is diderent The
delay in carrying out your instructions positively,
which has continued from Genernl Howard's
visgit in October to Captain Ketchum's return
in the last few days, rendered the freedmen, as
a body, incredulous of any restoration, 'I'iury
have in many places qu'mtl{ but firmly refused
to m:m-[lt any terms, sut regrév Lo say that
within the lust few days they have in some in-
stances resoried to violenece, burning down
dwellings, destroying bridges, intrenching them-
selved In thelr quarters, and refusing cither to
contraot or give way to those who will, And in
these cases it is proper to say that the contracts
offered them have been approved by the Unltea
States authorities as liberal and just. This is
not unnatural. For as long as the freedman has
renson to believe that the Government will give
him a homestead of forty scres, he will not
voluntary work for wages,

It cannot, 1 think, be denied that the action of
the “seedmen’s Bureau in this State has largely
contributed to this unfortunate resnlt, Without
entering into 4 minute detail of its administea-
tion, I wm constrained to any that there is to my
mind sulficient evidence of an unwill'nguess to
co-oparate cordlally with the polioy of the Goy-
ernment.  Certificates ol title haye been in gome
cases granted to persons filllng none of the cop-
ditions even of General Bherman's order, and
have been given to chance visitors to the Island
for lands not only for themaelves, but for their
friends who had never been away from their
homes in the intarior. Great delay has been in-
terposed in the execution of the forms necessary
to restoration, and the Burcau has indeed goue
#0 fur ns by & construction too unworthy for uny
comment, to detent the very object of your
orders, For it has been deoided that where the
Irecdman refuses to contract on any terms, how-
ever fust, that in such casos there can be ro
“mutunlly satiefactory arrangement,” and his
refusal aots as a bar to restorntion,

ment under the provisions of the Direct Tay

acte. These lands are ocoupied by freedmen,
some under pretense of allotment, some ander

pretence of purchase, some under pretense of

General Sherman's order, and moat under no
pretense ot all,  The Tax Commissioners
charged with the exeoution of these acls have
manifested the same sympathies gs the agents of
the Freedman's Burean, and thisx whole section
of country is held out as not only & home of
rofuge, but as land of promise for every indolent
freedman in the State, I have felt bound to call
the atiention of the Becrotary of the Trensury to

the condition of this section of the State, In a
letior, a copy of whieh 1 herewlith transmit, and
to which I would earnestly solicit youor serlous
v« nelderation,

Finally, a bill has been reported ta Congroess,
and s now under discussion, by which titles
granted under General Bherman's fleld order are
to be confirmed for three years,

I do not think, therefore, that [ am riskin
elther an extreme or doubtiul oplmon when
sy that the chiet cavse of all our difficalty in
tinding a solution of this question of labor pro-
ceeds trom the action of the Government, cn-
couraging the belief that the sea coast reglon of
South Carolina 8 (o be confiseated in the hands«
ol ita owners for the purposa of establishing a
system ot independent colonization for the {re :d-
men.,

If this §s not go, then the interests of this
Btate require that this mpression, so generally
prevatling, should be authoritatively corrected;
and that those who for purposes of personal in-
turest or political agitation are endeavoring to
prolong and to exaggerate the presont embar-
rassments of the State should be deprived of so
effective n means of mischief, 1t it is so, if un-
fortunately there should exist a dispesition to do
this great wrong and to inflwet thas irreparable
injury npoa the State, I wonld ask your arten-
tion to the following considerntions;—This
poliey can only be intended a« a reward to the
freddman or as a ounishment to the land-owner.
The number of the Ireedmen 80 rewarded must
be very smull m proportion to thg millions
whom the Government have enfranchised. Upon
what principle are the few thousands waho have
otcupied, or who may occupy, these parishes of
South Caroiloa to be felected above their fellows
for such a reward? They conslst chiefly of those
who remuined on the plantations when their
musters removed, have enjoyed for years the
ndvoniages of homes to live in and laods
to work, divided among themselves the sup-
plies and houschold goods that were aban-
doned, and without contributing in the
elightest degree to the ald of Government,
have shrewdly benciited by the confusion of
clvil war. The only addition to the original
population being the vagiant negroes who, with-
out necessity, abundoned their own homes and
swarmed as camp followers in the rear ol Gen-
eral Bherman’s columns, 8o much for the reward,
As for the pumishment, it i# not a matter of
complaint that these estates being most exposed
should suffer most. That i the chance ol war.
But when war has ceased its ravagzes, when
civil law, the same law for all, and above all,
resumes its authority, then individoal penalty
cun only be exactod on general principles, But
to appropriate for conflscation only those
lands which, by the accidents of military
strategy, have been occupied by the army, is to
unish’ by lottery. For more than four years
{he owners of these lands, the first oooupied by
Enc nrmies of the Unired States, have been pay-
ing the penalty not 80 much of their erime as of
their gituntion,

Driven {rom home, deprived of all income,
redueed in the vast majority of cnses to poverly
they are now selected ne the vietims of still
further punishment; while those equally in-
volved with them ia this revolution, who have
fortunately escaped the suffering of invasion,
arc gtill exempt, only because they have not
suffered at all.  Can any reason be found why a

lanter on the const, who was driven from his

ome in 1861 or 1862, should now have his lands
a{n‘lmprinted tor distribution, wbile his fellow-
citizen of the middle or upper districts, whose
estates have been untouched, whose indostr
has been undisturbed, but who has participate

ns fully and heartily in the war, ahall be con-
firmed in the posseasion of his ?

But whatever may be the motives of such a
policy, I would ask your attention to its con-
sequences both upon the freedmen and the
State, And | wish to be distinctly understood
us finding no fault with srssnconrarement thie
Government may wish to @ive to the natural
and, in many respects, commendable desire of
the freedman to become an independent land-
owner, The policy of which, ns the represen-
tative of the State, I complain, is the partisl and
unjust conflscation of the property ol u small
portion of her cltizens, including a large number
of unoficnding widows and orphans, to be given,
in the same spirit of injustice in which It is
tuken, to versons haviog no claim for special
conglderation at yvour hands,

The mere introduction of the bill for confirm-
ing these titles has had an immediate and inju-
rious effect, It has checked the energy which
was beginning o manifest itsell, suspended the
coptracis which were in progress, arreated the
spirt with which the planters were preparing to
2o 10 work hopetully and heartily, and stopped
at once the Investment of Northern capital,
which was beginning to find profitable vuploy-
ment in Southern fields; und these effects are
not confined (o the gection of country directly
included in the bill, but extend far beyond to
contracts in distant neighborhoods, and indeed
to the labor of the whole Stata,

Disastrous us 1 am persunded this poliu:ly will
be to the freedmen, equally disastrous will it be
to the rest ol the State, As long as so large and
valusble a portion of the siate 1s set apart for
such a colonization as is proposed, so long will
there exist in the State a source of perpetual
disorganization of its labor. The treedmer of
the rest of the State will rot understand, or be
reconciled to the fact, that while they are forced
to contract, and to contract for wages by no
means so libersl as can be paid at present prices
of cotton on the islunds, that large bodies of
their fellows, without a solitary advantage of
character or cervice, should be selected by the
(iovernment for this uuparalleled bounty. They
will work discontentedly, nnd whenever the
opportunity offers they will leave their bomes
tor these lands, which sre offered without money
and without price,

Further than this, the separation of go osaen-
tinl & portion of the State, and s government
by the Freedmen's Buresu, will be the erection
in the Btate of a government within a govern
ment, will exeite snd foster that which it should
be the object of every wise and humane states-
riun to exunguish, a bitter and growing antago-
nism between the races who must live vogether,
nnd except under the exlstence of murtial law,
will place the Government of the United States
nnd of the State in perpetual contradiction, and
involve them in constant and annoying incon-
slatencies,

Thix poliey, too, deprives the Btate of the reve.
nue pod resources ol the most valuable portion
of her territory at the very time when she neods
every dollar that she can ralse and the use of
every Industrial resonrce which she can develop.
It Interposes a complete check upon the indus-
try and enterprise of the interior, by shutting
out her Atlantic const from the field of entarprise
and investment, It sorrounds her commercinl
metropelis with a country and a population
which canuot contribute to 1ts development in
trade or add to it growth, 1f renders the rail-
road copnections which, before the war, con-
nected Charleston with Savannah and Wilmine.
ton useless expenditures, In any other portion
of the Btate soch an experiment would be disas-
trous—upon the sea-coust of South Carolina it
must be tatal,

In submatting theso views—which I have been
forced to do under the pressure of constant
engegements—| have not been able to discuss
thom very thoroughly, vor illustrate them as
fully us I would desive, But the State which I
represent hus had such an experience both of
the wisdom of your policy and your generous
svinpathy with the embarasswents under which
she is laboring, that I feel 1" have almost cor-
tainly secured her justice when 1 have placed
her cage under your consideration.

I deem your lmmediate atlention to these
rapresentations of such vital importance to the
Stite, that 1 have instructed Hon, Willlam Henr
Trescott to procesd to Washington and lay this
letter before vou. Mr, Trescott has already had
the honor of beng the bearer to you ot former
communiontions from my predecessor, Governor
Perry. I have desired bim to enforce these views,

with the information which ha possesses, and to

t you in posression of such doetuils ns I have
ween unable to eommunicate more particalurly !

Mr. Tresco(t enfoys my entire confidence, and
both as & member of the Etate Legisinture and a
Inrge landowner in the . section of the Htate to
which this communication refers, is thoronghly
fumilinr with the subjects which I hdve en-
deavored to bring to your attention,

MORNING.

The trini of Christopher Berger, charged with
the murder of Mary L. Watt, wag contmued in
the Court of Quarter Sessions this morning,

Alderman Thomaa sworn—1 |denfilfy this deed
(deed shown); 1 banded it o Miss Watis at her
houge on Queen street,

Cross examined—This was in 1857; don't kuow
that 1 ever suw it alterwards,

Willlam Beader, sworn — Found the deed
on the North Pennsylvanin Railroad, about one
and a-hall miles below Fisher's Lane; I was in
the woods cutting o stracht pole; had a dog
nlong; saw some rabbit tracks; stooped down to
look in o drain that was there, nnd found the
deed; it wns pushed about one and a hall feet
inside; it was Friday,the 12th of Jannary; 1 took
the deed to Bergeant Dickson; it was wet at the
time,

Thomas Shingle—8aw the prisoner on the
morping of the murder about ten minuges to 7;
on the southwest corner of Queen and Main
atroets; 1 was not quite n quarter of a square olf;
I approsched him till 1 got to the corner, when
I crossed the street towarde him: he was wateh-
ing me intently: I returned his look, and he
turned his hend away; altor passing him a few
sards, I turned round; he then tarned as if to
c108s the street, and disappeared,

Crosg-examined —I left home thirteen minutes
to seven: he had a black glonch bat on, and &
long overcoat down to his knees; he didn't stare
me oit of countenance; 1 don't think uny one
could do that; 1 stured him out; the cara came
down Main street; next saw the prisoner at the
inquest; recognised him at once,

Willlam Jake—Saw the prigoneron the corner
of Queen slreet, nearly every morning for ten
auys or two weeks before the murder; saw him
on the morning of the murder about twenty-
five minutcs of seven, at Queen and Muin
streets,

Cross-examined.-——He was right opposite my
stable gate; when I came out of the stable he
siid good morning to me, and went towards

Two Hundred and Fifty Lives Lost,

Cverxwart, January 31, —The steamor Miami
had about 250 passengers on board, among whom
«were 81 men of Company B, 13th. United Stales
Cavalry, The accident occurred at 7 o’olock
the evening, Just ufter supper, while the pas-
sengers were assembled in conversation around
the stoves i the hall. The explosion was of
such force as to rend the cabin floor asunder,
and let every person in the front part of the
cabin down Into the mass of fire and steam
below. Grest numbers lost their lives by jump-
ing overboard. The total loss of Wie is sup-
posed to be nearly 150, Thirty of the soldiers
were lost

The steamer Missowri had 120 persons Ton
board, twenty-five of whom were passengers,
The latest information from Evansville places
the loss of life at about 100, The Missour! was
one of the lnrgest passenger boats on the river,
and was valued at $100,000.
